Lt.  Hardin  Shattuck  really  gets 
around  in  the  Pacific.  "'Hitch-hike 
Harry'  they  call  no  those  days,"  ho 
states  after  his  voyage  (which  in- 
cluded dodging  typhoons)  that  lasted  8 
days  and  covered  thousands  of  nilos 
fron  Iwo  Jina  to  and  over  the  Japanese 
nainland  and  hack  again. 

His  travels  afforded  a look-see  at 
atonic  honh  danage.
